Rome, Aug. 12. 

HE Pope having made fome new 

Bifhops in the Kingdom of Naples, 

intended to have empower’d them 

to exercife their Fundtion by vir- 

tue of a Breviate, inftead of a Bull, becaufe 
the latter muft have given the King of Spain 
the titie of King of Naples ; but His Holi- 
nefs being given to underftand that the King 
of spain will not fuffer any fuch Perfons to 
take Poffeflion of their Bifhopricks on any 
other terms than the ufual Forms, that Pro- 
ject is laid afide. Cardinal Ortoboni having 
receiv'd advice that the Revenue of an Abby, 
which he has in the Dutchy of Milan, a- 
mounting to Gooo Crowns per annum, is 
feiz’d and appropriated to the Ufe of the 
Army of the 2 Crowns, complain’d of it to 
Cardinal Janfon, who return’d him this An- 
fwer, That it becume him to ramember that it was 
the King of France whe placed his Uncle in the 
Papal Chair, cnd raisd himfel¢ to the dignity of 
@ Cardinal. The Count of Tholoufe when 
he went afhore at Palermo, took che upper 
hand of Cardinal Giudice, the Viceroy of 
Sicily ; which is not only highly refented 
by the Nobility of that Hfland, but has like- 
wife given offence to the Sacred College 
here, becaufe the Ceremonial does not al- 
allow of it. Signior de la Tremouille, Au- 
ditor of the Rota, is gone from hence to 
Naples, with Inftructions from the King of 
Spain, to examine thofe that are under Con- 
finement there on account of Rebellious De- 
figns or Practices, and to Punifh them as 
their Crimes deferve. “Tis faid the Duke 
of Agrippo, Brother in Law to the Gover- 
nour of Barri, and 25 other Perfons are 
imprifon’d there. Captain Forlini who was 
fent to infpe& the Aquaduéts at Civita Vec- 
chia, is return’d, and has made his report to 
the Pope, that thofe Works may be finifh’d 
for 60000 Crowns, by the end of Novem- 
ber, or beginning of December next ; and 


‘tis thought His Holinefs will confent to be’ 


at this charge to bring thofe Aquaduésto 
Perfe@ion, in the carrying on of which 
immenfe Summs have been expended by his 
Predeceffors.

The Duke of Sermoneta 
is gone from hence to Vienna. The Prin- 
cefs of Mirandola has taken refuge here.

into Reggio and Modena, on pretence that 
his own Militia would defend them to the 
laft Exrremity, and yet has fuffer'd che King 
of Spain to take Pofleflion of them without 
ftriking a ftroke : And from Milan of the sth 


they write, that the Duke of Modena, be-. 


fore he retir’d to Bologna, fent the Keys of 
his City to the King of Spain. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, Dat. Sept. 2. 
Schafbuyfen, Aug. 23. The Magiftrates of 


Bafil have fent Deputies to the French Am- 


baffador, and to the Court of France, and 
have likewife written to the Intendant of 
Alfatia, to remonftrate, that for 4 Weeks 
paft there had been a flop put to the bring- 
ing of Corn into that City out of Alfatia ; 
that this Prohibition: is grounded on a pre- 
tence that the Town of Batil had refus'd to 
furnifh the French with Lime for Building 
the little Fort on the Ifland in the Rhine ; but 
that this Pretence is utterly falfe: however 
they aro not to expect any redrefs, becaufe 
the French mean to mortify them for levying 
2 Companies for the Service of the Emperor, 
which Companies are not cloath’d yer. 

Bafil, Aug. 23. Monfieur de Bombelles, the 
Major of Hunninghen , is juit now arriv’d 
here, to give notice to our Magiftrates, that 
the French refolve to pofi themftives within 
our Territory, on the place where ftocd the 
Fort of Hunninghen that was razed ; and 
that their Grenadiers were aiready on their 
March. He likewife complain’d that they 
permitted German Officers to come upon 
our Ground not far from the little Ifland in 
the Rhine ; and warn’d them to forbid our 
Citizers to frequent that place, for chat the 
French would not be anfwerable for killing 
any of them in firing at the Germans,

Genoua, Aug. 8. Tartans arrive here daily 
from Provence witn Ammunition and Provi- 
fions for the French Army, among them one 
with 900 Soldiers on Board bound for Naples. 
’Tis reported that feveral Algerine Ships with 
4 Galleys, and 18 Barks with 100 Men in 
each, are put to Sea; and that the Galleys of 
the Great Duke are cruifing about Corfica to 
oppofe them,
